5 to 10 per cent of 
nental sickness is structural or or- 


tumors, etc. Then there is the old 
age mental deterioration, 7 to 8. per 
cent of mental sickness is due to old 
age, 50 to 60 per cent of mental sick- 
ness is due to personality changes or 
disorders. They may last for a short 
time. Thirteen to fourteen per cent 
will recover. Twenty-seven per cent 
of patients suffer emotional deterior- 
ations. Not many of these get better. 

Many young people suffer a men- 
tal breakdown due ito strain or too 
much responsibility. School children 
could be studied and those endanger- 
ed may be helped so that breakdowns 
would not occur. A person who has 
had a mental breakdown should go 
back into life without too much re- 
sponsibility. 

Mafiy cases were instanced where 
people recovered from mental sick- 
ness had returned totheir regular line 
of work, at first with less responsibil- 
ity and later, full responsibility: The 
great difficulty in giving early help in 
mental sickness is that people affect- - 
ed will not go into mental hospitals 
in the early stages. 

Chronic patients can be helped by 
giving them something to do. There 
is the occupational and recreational 
help. We need a changed attitude of 
people generally towards mental 
sickness, and we also need the finest 
type of attendants for these patients.

WILL PROTECT BIRDS 
UNDER NEW GAME ACT 
i 

Birds will be given a “square deg)” 
under the terms of an entirely new 
provincial game act which Hon. (feo. 
Hoadicy, minister of agriculture, has 
announced the government’s inten- 
tion of introducing at the 1932 ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Provision will be made, the minis- 
ter explained, for the setting aside of 
certain bodies of water for birds in 
their seasonal flights north and south. 
In addition it is proposed to provide 
sanctuaries in willowed sections of 
land, with the willows “masked 
down to afford protection for the 
birds. 

Before the new measure is .brought 
down, Mr. Hoadley announced, op- 
portunity will be given all persons 
and organizations interested to sub- 
mit ideas and suggestions. 

The revision of the present act has 
been under consideration for some 
time, he added, and on Tuesday a 
conference on the subject was held 
with representatives of the Alberta 
Game and Fish Protective Associa- 
tion.

A Governor-General with a French 
wife is a happy combination in the re- 
lation of both to the people of Canada.

RESEARCH WORK ON 
IODINE CONTENT oF WATER 


Dr. O. J. Walker of the Department 
of Chemistry, University of Alberta, 
is at present working on a project 
which will give an indication of the 
fodine content of water in various 
parts of Alberta. 

Samples of water are being ob- 
tained from representative points all 
Over the province ,and these will be 
analysed for iodine. 


In taking the samples the source 
of supply (river, well or spring), the 
depth from which the water is taken 
and the formation (sandstone, shale, 
limestone or clay) is being recorded 
with a view to ascertaining the iodine 
content of the different water horiz-

This survey is being made with a 
view to correlating the lack of iodine 
in the water of certain districts, with 
the prevalence of goitre in both hu- 
mans and animals in those districts.

Difficult to Cure 

In the beginning stages a cure can 
usually be effected by attenticsi to 
the physical condition of the child, 
by sympathetic inquiry into the social 
and mental factors involved, and by 
a removal of some of the nervous 
strain under which the child is tiv- 
ing. 

Once stuttering has developed into} 
a habit the affliction can be overcome 
only through consistent efforts made 
over a long period of time. The mo.le 
of treatment should be left in the 
hands of someone who is especally 
trained in dealing with behaviour 
and speech problems. The usual 
treatment involves carefully graded 
exercises for the development of a 
quiet and serene attitude of mind, for 
the reestablishment of confidence in 
the ability to speak, for improvement 
in visualization of the thoughts to be 
spoken, and ‘for the’ retfainitg in 
good speech habits. First words are 
repeated, then phrases, then senten:- 
es. Scenes are visualized with eyes 
closed and are then described. Read- 
ing and memory work aro Aone in 
concert, and only gradually is the 
child asked to recite orally alone. 


Prevention 
Very rarely do children ‘‘owigrow” 
speech defects. Stuttering seldom 


cures itself and indeed is very diffi- 
cult to cure. The best remedy is pre- 
vention. Prevention is in the main 
possible through the observance o9¢ 


a few elementary principles. Teach 
the child good speech habits, and 
begin these at an early age. Do not 


talk “baby talk.” Avoid emotional 
outbreaks in the home, and_ avoid 
making excessive and unreasonable 
demands upon the child either at 
home or in school. Above all, retain 
the confidence of the child and share 
with him his emotional experiences.

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NEURITIS 


The letters “itis” at the end of a 
‘word mean inflammation, and the 
term;-néuritis;-when properly used, 
Means an inflammation of nerves. 

There are various types of nerves. 
One group carries sensations, another 
‘controls the movements of muscles, 
:and others still control sweat glands, 
‘blood vessels and other organs. Most 
nerves are made up of bundles of 
nerve fibres, each of which is active 
in one of the various ways indicated 
and so the whole nerves several pur- 
poses. 

The symptoms resulting from the 
inflammation of a nerve dépend upon 
the variety of nerve fibres contained 
in the nerve. If these are sensory 
nerves, there will be pain and tender- 
ess; motor nerves affected mean 
‘weakened muscles, and so on. 


Prolonged exposure of one part of 
the body to cold, as occurs in sitting 
beside an open window in a motor or 
a car, may cause a local neuritis. 
Prolonged pressure on. a nerve,’ as 
when the arm is held in a certain po- 
sition, injury from a blow, or chronic 
pressure may set 1) a neuritis of the 
nerves affected.

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BATTLES OF 
THE JUNGLE 
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The elephant is the real “king” of 
the forest, the giant among animals 
in both wisdom and strength. I 
have come to this conclusion after 
many years in the bush, during 
which I have been fortunate enough 
to have some unique and interesting 
experiences. Those which I shall des- 
cribe are rarely witnessed. 
‘Some years ago, in a district un- 
inhabited, save the big game and 
teeming with lions, I saw these so- 
called “kings” avoid the challenge of 
an elephant cow with a haste com- 
pletely devoid of dignity. I had 
noticed new spoor of a single ele- 
phant at a pan the night before, 
and followed it with two boys at 
dawn. Elephants were seldom seen 
in this retreat and I was interested. 
About a mile from the pan we saw 
in the deep shade of some thorn 
bushes the head of a baby elephant. 
He seomed to be lying beneath a 
huge bush, but we afterwards found 
that he was lying in a shallow pit 
scooped in the sand by the cow, and 


piled over him. He was probably but 
a few days old. © 

The mother’s trail to the bush 
was plain and down wind. The nat- 
ives, and I, therefore, climbed a tree 
fifty feet away, to avoid giving scent, 
and waited. Perhaps an hour had pas- 
sed when my attention ‘was drawn to 
two yellow forms standing motionless 
on the cow’s trail, about a hundred 
yards from the calf. For a few mom- 
ents they eyed the calf fixedly, then 
turned and looked up and down, the 
trail, sniffing the breeze in an attempt 
to locate the mother. At last they 
turned back and stepped slowly to- 
wards the calf, and I watched the 
stalk of a magnificent lion and lion- 
ess. 

At about fifty paces they sank, 
belly to the ground, their tails twit- 
ching and at the same instant the 
calf’s head rose higher and higher, 
tas he struggled free of the bush and 
watched them anxiously. In a short 
rush— like a cat stalking a bird, 


the lions started to advance, and at 
the first movement a shrill scream 
of fear broke from the calf. I had 


raised my rifle to take a hand in 
the game, when a mighty trumpet 
note of rage answered the young- 
ster. The peaceful bush swayed as 
to the impact of a cyclone, and, at 
a speed no horse could equal, the 
cow charged direct on the lions. 

With ears flapping like _ sails, 
trunk extended and mouth open, 
she screamed destruction as_ she 
came, and with a 40-foot bound the 
lions sprang aside and flashed on 
through the bush without a  back- 


ward glance. Straight to her calf 
she came, muzzled and smelt him 
anxiously and then, gazing in the 


direction the lions had taken, she 
trumpeted her anger and threat of 
vengeance in tones that shook the 
very earth. Nothing more was seen 
of the lions. 

Years later I found evidence of a 
more successful lion foray, and 
its punishment. In the midst of 
dense, flattened bush, I found the 
smashed and torn remnants of what 
had been?‘a lion; while the trampled 


vicinity looked as though a_ troop 
of elephants had danced there. But 
only one elephant had danced — a 


dance of rage and death, with the 
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lion as an unwilling partner. His 
body was stamped'into the earth, | 
amass of blood and filth, and a fewi 
yeards away lay the once-powerful 
limbs, torn from the body by a 
greater power. 


Following a trail which showed 
the speed of the elephant’s pursuit, 
we found, 10 miles away, the partly 
eaten remains of a very young calf, 
The cow had relaxed her vigilance 
on that occasion, but had exacted 
terrible vengeance for the  lion’s 
meal. Natives say that-an elephant 
cow so robbed will follow the lion’s 
trail for days; that lions know this, 
and seldom attack the calf unless 
desperate with hunger. 

At intervals, through Africa are 
places which natives say are ele- 
phant cemeteries—‘the place where 
elephants die.” These are usually 
difficult of access and far removy- 
ed from the usual haunts and feed- 
ing grounds. But I do not believe 
that the elephants consciously go 
there to die. My theory is that sick 
and wounded beasts—no longer able 
to travel at the herd pace or hold 
their own in combat—retire instinc- 
tively to places so remote that they 
offer sancuary from molestation, 
and there die or recover, as chance 
may send. 

In a certain district in 
tanga, I once found the skeletons; 
of a dead elephant with tusks! 
weighing 80 and 82 pounds. A few 
days later we found the remains 
of a cow with small tusks. But for 
a fortnight there was no sign of 
elephant, dead or alive. Then, one 
night, we heard the stomach rumb- 
lings of elephants in the direction 
of the water, followed by a single 
trumpet blast. At dawn, we cau- 
tiously approached the water, and 
saw there a large bull and two cows. 
One of the cows was lying dewn and 
the bull seemed strangely legarthic 
and disinclined to move away to 
shade. This was curious, as_ ele- 
phants are generally well within the 
forest by dawn, and seldom lie 
down. 

Watching carefully, we noted 
bloodstains'‘on the dark hides of all 
three, and. presently saw, as_ the 
standing animals moved, that they 
limped badly.. After an hour or so 
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they endeavored to raise the cow by 
pushing their tusks beneath her, 
but without | effect.

statements and policies enunciated, 
yet he had made a valuable contribu- 
tion to the debate. I propose,” said 
he, “to accept the challenge of the 
Premier to criticize: the Budget and 
point out where, in my opinion, econ- 
omies can be effected and estimates 
cut down.”

He urged on the Government the 
desirability of changing the fiscal 
year’ back to the old system, whereby 
it ended.on Dec. 31st, instead of 
March 3ist as at.‘present. In the 
matter of expenditure, we were con- 
sidering disbursements made nearly 
two years ago, or from March 31st, 
1929, to March 31st, 193). In these 
progressive and hustling times, when 
daily Newspapers two or three days 
oid were considered of little interest, 
it is difficult to have the public seri- 
ously consider ancient history as re- 
vealed in the public accounts. Prob- 
ably this fact influenced the Govern- 
ment to make the change. In these 
days with modern accounting systems 
there was ample time to prepare the 
Budget by’ March ist. Reverting to 
the calendar year would be more 
acceptable, less confusing ,better un- 
derstood and infinitely preferable. 
This is the first Budget, he said, after 
coming into possession of our Natural 
Resources, and now was the time to 
give attention to the best policy for 
the disposal of this new revenue. I 
submit that the revenue from sale or 
disposal of land, less costs of admin- 
istration, be applied to the reduction 
of our public debt, and the revenue 
from all other sources be available 
for the .reduction of taxation. He 
wished to say that the people through- 
out Alberta were greatly disappoint- 
ed at the failure of the Government to 
administer affairs so that a general 
tax reduction could be effected. ‘‘I 
am,” he said, “in complete accord 
with the reduction in car licenses of

be operated under this system that 
otherwise would remain idle, and the 
returns from gasoline tax correspond- 
ingly affected. 

“We of the Liberal Party,’ Mr. 
Montgomery continued, “contend that 
economy has not been duly exercised 
in Provincial affairs, and expenditures 
generally have been permitted to rise. 
Of 18 government departments, 10 
show greater expenditures’ for 1931, 
than for 1930, with the result ‘that: 
$2,647,607.00 more is being spent this 
year than last.” 


The Premier stated that salaries 
of civil servants would not be re- 
duced, but the estimates showed the 
general trend is towards an increase. 
“This.may be expressed by ‘annual in- 
creases automatically provided for, 
but, nevertheless, I contend, the least 
that could be done at the present time 
‘would ‘be ‘to refrain from putting 
these increases into effect until finan- 
cial eonditions improve.” He advised, 
the Government to consider the Eng- 
lish plan, by which the scale of all 
salaries increased or decreased ac- 
cording to the cost of living. He not- 
ed too, an increase in the number of 
employees. Surely this was not nec- 
essary at this time. The tendency 
everywhere is to curtail expenses by 
getting along with fewer on the pay- 
roll, 


Many items of expenditure could be: 


curtailed or abolished. For instance, 
in matters of research we find three 
departments carrying out research 
work at a cost of $122,000.00. One 
department could do this work, at a 
very large saving. He wondered how 
they were progressing in matters of 
experimenting with tar sands for road 
purposes, and took the Minister of 
Public Works to task for using im- 
ported material in paving the street 
In front of the Parliament Building, 
instead of utilizing one of our Natural 
Resources, the McMurray Tar Sands, 
that were giving excellent satisfac- 
tion whereever used. Mr. Greenfield's 
office in London, costing yearly $20,- 
000.00 could be closed. The Labor 
Bureau with its 15 inspectors: costing 
$55,000.00 in salaries and travelling 
expenses, could be largely curtailed. 
$41,500.00 for operating Government 
Employment Bureaus appeared ex- 
cessive. One of the three Normal 
Schools could be closed, as any two 
could turn out all the teachers’ that 
could be readily absorbed. The 
Normal School in Calgary cost $42,- 
000.00 yearly to operate, the one in 
Edmonton $40,000, and the one in 
Camrose $27,000.00. The one closed 
could be rented, sold or used for oth- 
er Provincial purposes. The School 
Debentures Branch costing $7850.00 
could now be eliminated. The’ Town 
Planning Department at a cost of 
$13,850.00 should be reduced. The 
Chief Censor’s office could be abol- 
ished at a saving of $11,175.00, for it 
appeared senseless to censor films in 
each Province and by the Dominion 
as well. Thke revenue of $18,000.00 
earned by this department could ibe 
replaced and largely augmented by 
a tax on films if necessary. Sell all 
the government cars and close the 
government garage, costing $150,000 
yearly. The proposed Advisory Board 
for the Dept. of Lands and Mines, 
costing $44,000, was not necessary. 
A good Deputy Minister could handle 
this without costly assistance. The 
office of Legislative Counsel could be 
leliminated at a saving of $5450.00. 
!Dr. Scott, the former incumbent, was

"He criticised the Government se- 
verely with not dealing courageously 
and promptly with the irrigation 
problém in Southern Alberta. They 
had an investigation made in 1925 by 
an expert on irrigation matters, who 
presented a complete report with im-: 
portant recommendations. Owing to 
the failure of the Government to car- 
ry out these recommendations at that 
time it was necessary to spend this’ 
year over $625,000.00. ‘There were 
too many “unclassified” items all 
through the estimates, from $9,650.00 
down, and many expenses were charg- 
ed to capital that in his opinion 
should properly be charged to ins 
come account. 

Mr. Montgomery criticized the ap- 
pointment of travelling magistrates 
on salary. This was a pet scheme of 
the Attorney General, but was a very 
expensive one. Competent men at 
various points were now available at. 
no cost to. the Government, while each 
trip around the circuit would cost in 
expenses about $50.00. The recent ap- 
pointment was absolutely unneces- 
sary, but was apparently made to 
satisfy the demands of a persistent 
office hunter, and men with greater 
experience and ability were passed 
up. Many unnecessary miles were 
travelled and it will be most inter- 
esting and costy as well at the end 
of the year to peruse the statement of 
expenses of these travelling dispen- 
sers of justice. The system is bound 
to lend itself to abuse, for the ten- 
dency will likely be for some of 
these appointees in order to justify 
their positions, and make it selfsus- 
taining, impose excessive fines. If it 
is absolutely necessary to have trav- 
elling » magistrates their territory 
should be restricted and they should 
not be permitted to make long trips 
at so great an expense to the Prov- 
ince. Then too, it costs the Govern- 
ment immense sums through some of 
these ma, istrates committing persons 
for trial on the most flimsy evidences. 
He cited a case where a Police Mag- 
istrate informed officials of the law 
that it was only waste of money to 
lay a charge with the evidence they 
‘had. One of the travelling magis- 
trates, however, took the case and 
committed the man for trial. He was 
confined at Fort Saskatchewan for 
five months, and when he came up for 
‘trial the Judge dismissed him with- 
out letting the caes go to the jury. 
Besides the humiliation and loss of 
time suffered by the accused, the cost 
to the Province would be very great 
indeed. This was not the only case, 
but many others had experiences of 
a somewhat similar nature, and oth- 
ers had been caused considerable ex- 
pense in defending charged that were 
not substantiated and that never 
should have been laid. Then, again, 
it had come to his attention that 
some magistrates would endeavor to 
secure a plea of guilty under’ the 
promise of leniency and in some in- 
stances the poor fellows were double- 
crossed and soaked the limit and 
fines and imprisonment imposed 
much greater than would be the 
case if tried before a judge. At this 
point, the Attorney General rose and 
demanded to know why Mr. Mont- 
gomery had not complained to him 
or some official of his department as 
to this grave irregularity, The reply 
was that the most serious case only 
recently came to his attention and 
that he was now informing the At- 
torney General as to what had taken 
place. He wished it to be understood 
that none of these complaints orig- 
inated in the City of Wetaskiwin. 

There were many other items of 
expenditure to which exception 
could be taken, and they would all be 
Objected to in committee at the 
proper time when the votes were up 
for discussion. 

Co-operative Activities

terest and the government should ex- 
ercise some supervision and measure 
of control. Disquieting rumors .are 
prevalent concerning several Pool ac- 


tivities, where large losses are re- 
ported. This tends to injure the 
‘whole co-operative movement. It 


would be desinable to have an audited 
financial statement of every company 
receiving Provincial loans or guar- 
-antees presented to the Legislature 
each session. This would strengthen 
confidence in wisely managed com- 
panies, and those 'going behind might 
be steered in proper channels before 
too late ,and in the end make success- 
ful enterprises, avert loss of public 
funds and maintain the morale of 
farmers associated with the oraniza- 
tion. He was pleased to hear the 
Premier state that the auditor will 
present full information to the House 
dealing with all cooperatives. 
Telephones 


The Wetaskiwin Member took a 
crack at the telephone system of the 
Province, and charged that the Min- 
ister was doing nothing to meet a 
serious situation. Telephones were 
being taken outin large numbers ow- 
ing to the inability of subscribers to 
pay the present rates. He suggested 
that they adopt the cooperative prin- 
ciple to the telephone system and the 
more telephones in use on a single 
line the cheaper the rates would be, 
and in outlying districts where tele- 
phones. were far ‘apart, pay boxes 
should:be installed which would tend 
to assist the subscriber in meeting his 
monthly rates. He had heard that a 
frontage tax was being considered, 
but warned against the ‘adoption of 
this plan, which “would be both ob- 
jectionable and unpopular. “I ad- 
vise the Minister,” he said, “that the 
system is rapidly deteriorating.” A 
small sleet storm “results in miles of 
lines coming down, causing interrup- 
“tion for several days to the service 
‘and annoyance and inconvenience to 
subscribers. Alleviate unemployment 
by using up their stock of 17,000 tele- 
phone poles and rebuilding the lines 
where necessary. Then purchase 
more poles if needed where they 
can be secured in the province, giv- 
ing further employment. The _ sys- 
tem needs attention und the men 
need work. Many requests have been 
made for long distance extension. 
Favorable consideration should be 
given to these requests and where 
possible these lines should be extend- 
ed this summer. Mr. Montgomery 
brought his address to a close by 
moving the amendment to revise and 
reduce the estimates and effect econ- 
omy in the cost of government. 


On Friday, the ‘Member for Wetas- 
kiwin at the opening of the session, 
rose to a question of privilege and 
made_the following statement. 

“I have been informed by the 
Speaker that it is possible that some 
remarks that I made yesterday in the 
course of my address relative to the 
aclion of certain magistrates could 
be interpreted as transgressing the 
rules of the House. If this is the 
case, I am very glad to withdraw any 
such remarks and at a later date I 
propose to again. bring the matter be- 
fore the House according to the prop- 
er procedure.” 

The Speaker expliined that it was 
held by the authorities on ‘Parlia- 
mentary Procedure,” that it was not 
in order to censure the actions of 
Courts of Justice which were inter- 
preted to mean magistrates’ courts. 
The proper and most convenient 
course is to proceed by way of peti- 
tion.

statements and policies enunciated, 
yet he had made a valuable contribu- 
tion to the debate. I propose,” said 
he, “‘to accept the challenge of the 
Premier to criticize: the Budget and 
point out where, in my opinion, econ- 
omies can be effected and estimates 
cut down.” 


He urged on the Government the 
desirability of changing the fiscal 
year back to the old system, whereby 
it ended.on Dec. 31st, instead of 
March 31st as at. present. In the 
matter of expenditure, we were con- 
sidering disbursements made nearly 
two years ago, or from March 31st, 
1929, to March 31st, 1930. In these 
progressive and hustling times, when 
daily newspapers two or three days 
old were considered of little interest, 
it is difficult to have the public seri- 
ously consider ancient history as re- 
vealed in the public accounts. Prob- 
ably this fact influenced the Govern- 
ment to make the change. In these 
days with modern accounting systems 
there was ample time to prepare the 
Budget by’ March ist. Reverting to 
the calendar year would be more 
acceptable, less confusing ,better un- 
derstood and infinitely preferable. 
This is the first Budget, he said, after 
coming into possession of our Natural 
Resources, and now was the time to 
give attention to the best policy for 
the disposal of this new revenue. I 
submit that the revenue from sale or 
disposal of land, less costs of admin- 
istration, be applied to the reduction 
of our public debt, and the revenue 
from all other sources be available 
for the .reduction of taxation. He 
wished to say that the people through- 
out Alberta were greatly disappoint- 
ed at the failure of the Government to 
administer affairs so that a general 
tax reduction could be effected. “I 
am,” he said, “in complete accord 
with the reduction in car licenses of 
$5.00 each, only it does not go far 
enough. I would go one step further 
and place license payments on a pro 
rata basis according to thea number 
of months in the year during which 
each autoist ran his car.’ He felt 
sure there would be little, if any,

“We of the Liberal Party,’ Mr. 
Montgomery continued, “contend that 
economy has not been duly exercised 
in Provincial affairs, and expenditures 
generally have been permitted to rise. 
Of 13 government departments, 10 
show greater expenditures’ for 1931 
than for 1930, with the result that 
$2,647,607.00 more is being spent this 
year than last.” : 


The Premier stated that salaries 
of civil servants would not be re- 
duced, but the estimates showed the 
general trend is towards an increasé. 
“This.may be expressed by ‘annual in- 
creases automatically provided for, 
but, nevertheless, I contend, the least 
that could be done at the present time 
would be to refrain from putting 
these increases into effect until finan- 
cial conditions improve.’ He advised 
the Government to consider the Eng- 
lish plan, by which the scale of all 
salaries increased or decreased ac- 
cording to the cost of living. He not- 
ed too, an increase in the number of 
employees. Surely this was not nec- 
essary at this time. The tendency 
everywhere is to curtail expenses by 
getting along with fewer on the pay- 
roll. 

Many items of expenditure could be 
curtailed or abolished. For instance, 
in matters of research we find three 
departments carrying out research 
work at a cost of $122,000.00. One 
department could do this work, at a 
very large saving. He wondered how 
they were progressing in matters of 
experimenting with tar sands for road 
purposes, and took the Minister of 
Public Works to task for using im- 
ported material in paving the street 
in front of the Parliament Building, 
instead of utilizing one of our Natural 
Resources, the McMurray Tar Sands, 
that were giving excellent satisfac- 
tion whereever used. Mr. Greenfield’s 
office in London, costing yearly $20,- 
000.00 could be closed. The Labor 
Bureau with its 15 inspectors: costing 
$55,000.00 in salaries and travelling 
expenses, could be largely curtailed. 
$41,500.00 for operating Government 
Employment Bureaus appeared ex- 
cessive. One of the three Normal 
Schools could be closed, as any two 
could turn out all the teachers’ that 
could be readily absorbed. The 
Normal School in Calgary cost $42,- 
000.00 yearly to operate, the one in 
Edmonton $40,000, and the one in 
Camrose $27,000.00. The one closed 
could be rented, sold or used for oth- 
er Provincial purposes. The School 
Debentures Branch costing $7850.00 
could now be elimimated. The’ Town 
Planning Department at a cost of 
$13,850.00 should be reduced. The 
Chief Censor’s office could be abol- 
ished at a saving of $11,175.00, for it 
appeared senseless to censor films in 
each Province and by the Dominion 
as well. The revenue of $18,000.00 
earned by this department could be 
replaced and largely augmented by 
a tax on films if necessary. Sell all 
the government cars and close the 
government garage. costing $150,000 
yearly. The prososed Advisory Board 
for the Dept. of Lands and Mines, 
costing $44,000, was not necessary. 
A good Deputy Minister could handle 
this without costly assistance. The 
‘Office of Legislative Counsel could be 
jeliminated at a saving of $5450.00. 
‘Dr. Scott, the former incumbent, was 
now ona _ pension of $1500.00 per 
|year, was living in the Old Country, 
jand was also in receipt of a remuner- 
ation from this government of $9,000 
to revise the statutes which he him- 
self had prepared. The Member for 
; Wetaskiwin demanded to know what 
‘sort of a pension scheme was in 
force in Alberta. -Here was a mar 
who had paid $2400.00 into the pen 
, Sion fund and was now drawing 4 
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pension of $125 per month. Anothet 
man he knew of who had paid $900 
into the fund: only was paid $32.00 
monthly, while based on Dr. Scott's 


pension it should~be at least 50% 
more. Something surely was wrong 
here. . 


“He criticised the Government se- 
verely with not dealing courageously 
and promptly with the irrigation 
problem in Southern Alberta. They 
had an investigation made in 1925 by 
an expert on irrigation matters, who 
presented a complete report with im- 
portant recommendations. Owing to 
the failure of the Government to car- 
ry out these recommendations at that 
time it was necessary to spend this 
year over $625,000.00. There were 
too many “unclassified” items all 
through the estimates, from $9,650.00 
down, and many expenses were charg- 
ed to capital that in his opinion 
should properly be charged to ina 
come account. 


Mr. Montgomery criticized the ap- 
pointment of travelling magistrates 
on salary. This was a pet scheme of 
the Attorney General, but was a very 
expensive one. Competent men at 
various points were now available at 
no cost to the Government, while each 
trip around the circuit would cost in 
expenses about $50.00. The recent ap- 
pointment was absolutely unneces- 
sary, but was apparently made to 
satisfy the demands of a persistent 
office hunter, and men with greater 
experience and ability were passed 
up. Many unnecessary miles were 
travelled and it will be most inter- 
esting and costy as well at the end 
of the year to peruse the statement of 
expenses of these travelling dispen- 
sers of justice. The system is bound 
to lend itself to abuse, for the ten- 
dency will likely be for some of 
these appointees in order to justify 
their positions, and make it selfsus- 
taining, impose excessive fines. If it 
is absolutely necessary to have trav- 
elling ~ magistrates their territory 
should be restricted and they should 
not be permitted to make long trips 
at so great an expense to the Prov- 
ince. Then too, it costs the Govern- 
ment immense sums through some of 
these magistrates committing persons 
for trial on the most flimsy evidences. 
He cited a case where a Police Mag- 
istrate informed officials of the law 
that it was only waste of money to 
lay a charge with the evidence they 
‘had. One of the travelling miagis- 
trates, however, took the case and 
committed the man for trial. He was 
confined at Fort Saskatchewai for 
five months, and when he came up for 
‘trial the Judge dismissed him with- 
out letting the caes go to the jury. 
Besides the humiliation and loss of 
time suffered by the accused, the cost 
to the Province would be very great 
indeed. This was not the only case, 
but many others had experiences of 
a somewhat similar nature, and oth- 
ers had been caused considerable ex- 
pense in defending charges that were 
not substantiated and that never 
should have been laid. Then, again, 
it had come to his attention that 
some magistrates would endeavor to 
secure a plea of guilty under’ the 
promise of leniency and in some _ in- 
stances the poor fellows were double- 


crossed and soaked the limit and 
fines and imprisonment imposed 
much greater than would be the 


case if tried before a judge. At this 
point, the Attorney General rose and 
demanded to know why Mr. Mont- 
gomery had not complained to him 
or some official of his department as 
to this grave irregularity, The reply 
was that the most serious case only 
recently came to his attention and 
that he was now informing the At- 
torney General as to what had taken 
place. He wished it to be understood 
that none of these complaints orig- 
inated in the City of Wetaskiwin. 


There were many other items of 
expenditure to which exception 
could be taken, and they would all be 
Objected to in committee at the 
proper time when the votes were 
for discussion. 

Co-operative Activities 

To hear supporters of the Govern- 
ment talk, you would think they had 
a moncpoly on co-operative legisla- 
tion. However, it was the Liberal 
government that placed the first co- 
operziive legislation on the Statute 
Books. The Wetaskiwin Member 
pointed out that in 1913 the Co-op- 
erative Association Act was passed, 
and in 1917 the Alberta Cooperative 
Credit Act and the Alberta Farm 
Loan Act were made law. The first 
and most important step in gwaran- 
tees to co-operative enterprises was 
taken by the Liberal Government in 
1912, when the Alberta Co-operative 
Elevator Company, a farmers organ- 
iaztion, was guaranteed to the extent 


ments have always been promptly 
met. This compan,” was later merg- 
ed with the United Grain Growers. 
This Company is altogether farmer 
owned and controlled, with assets of 
over $12,000,000.00 and it is doubt- 
ful if there is another institution on 
this continent approaching its size, 
and owned and controlled by farmers 
with such an enviable record. It is 
interesting to know that in 1915 the 
directors approached the then gov- 
ernment and asked for a guarantee 
to provide working capital. The re- 
quest was not acceded to, but the 
directors rose to the occasion and 
made the necessary financial ar- 
rangements themselves. Had the gov- 
ernment given them the guarantee 
as asked for, it would possibly have 
meant the downfall of ‘the company 
in the end. 

The Premier says he believes .in 
giving public funds on reasonable se- 
curity. But this security has not in 
many cases been obtained.

Mi LLIONS of 


MEDITATION FOR THIS WEEK 


The Storm 

“And there arose a great storm.”— 
Mark 4:37. 

“These are they which came out 
of great tribulation, and have washed 
thelr robes, and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb.’’—Rev. 7:14. 

The storm sometimes comes sud- 
denly—a great sorrow, a ibitter dis- 
appointment, a crushing defeat. 
“But into each life some rain must 

fall 
Some- days 

dreary.” 

Because of the storm some lose 
their bearings; they think all is lost. 
How many keep the simple faith of 
childhood—faith in goodness, in man, 
in God. How many lose it in the 
storm? The storm gets so thick that 
they can’t see that beyond this little 
earth the eternal stars are shining. 
Because of the storm some become 
exhausted. Some lose their grip and 
let go. Some face toward the past; 
become worshippers.at the feet of 
the Goddess of Yesterday. 

Some think the storm is cruel. 
Sometimes it seems to wreck every- 
thing, and leave only ruin and desola- 
tion in its path; but nevertheless, the 

eternal fact remains that, the storm 
is kind. It’s the storm in nature that 
reveals the things that are weak and 
destroys them. In the storms of life, 
we see our weakness and cast off 
that which is worthle 83, We. learn to 
build out of enduring ‘material the 
fabric of our lives. 

Life will always have its difficult- 
ies. The great thing, the only thing, 
is the way in which we meet them. 
The clouds that seem black around 
us, when they have passed become as 
the very garments of God gleaming 
with purple and gold. There are 
things that no fire ‘can burn; no 
storm destroy. When God shuts the 
door on yesterday he ‘always opens 
the door on tomorrow. There is not 
a Calvary of trial that God cannot 
match with an Easter Day of 
triumph. He who cannot hide from 
the storm can do better—he can abide 
the storm—and out of the storm com- 
eth peace. 

One of the surprises that come to 
the student of biography is this: the 
history of great men has always been 
the history of adversity. Out of the 
storm has come the jhighest man- 
hood. There are no self-made men. 
No man is made until he has been out 
into the surge of the storm and has 
found the sublime fulfilment of the 
prayer, “O God, take me, break me, 
make me.” Great lives begin in the 
storm. One had to lose his eyes be- 
fore he could see; another to be 
knocked down before he could stand 
up, and another to be made bankrupt 
before he could become rich. It was 
the stone for Stephen, the scaffold 
for Savonarola, the hemlock for 
Socrates, a bullet for Lincoln, and a 
cross for Jesus—but it was worth 
while. 

Tennyson would never have had his 
reputation as a poet if God had not 
spilled a terrific storm over his life. 
It was by the grave of his friend 
Arthur Hallam, that Tennyson. wrote 
out of the ink of his tears the words 
that the world will never wilingly let 
die. It is in the stress and strain of 
the storm that we have found the 
friends who have been more than life 
to us. “Ve don’t make friends—we 
find them—in the storm. It is the 
man who has khelt with his Master 
under the pal¢ starlight of some les- 
ser Gethsemane, in whose soul the 
great depths} have been broken uf, 
whose ‘hearf has been shattered, 
whose spirit! has been swept by vol- 
canic fires.| Life’s best things are 
costly. Thete are no bargain count- 
ers. Neither ature nor God recognize 
that. which is cheap. 

The heroes and heroines of life are 
the storm-swept and battle-scarred. 
The most heautiful face is not the un- 
wrinkled face of youth but the scar- 
red, seamed face, storm-swept .and 
beautiful. The storm is sent to be 
our servant. The service is real when 
the conditions are met.

Ottawa, Feb. 27.—Three times as 
many persons will be needed to com- 
plete Canada’s decennial census this 
summer as Wolfe had when he 
stormed the Quebec citadel to annex 
the country to the British empire, R. 
H.- Coats, dominion statistician, said 
here recently. - 

On June 1 next a veritable army 
of 15,000 men and women will  be- 
gin enumerating the population of 
the country, gathering eugenic and 
racial information and social and 
economic records. , 

It will be the seventh census 
since. confederation and. will he 
unique in that unemployment 
figures ‘will be gathered and in- 
formation regarding hospitals, 
asylums, and child-welfare institu- 
tions. : 

PLAN TO DISTRIBUTE 
SEED GRAIN APPROVED 
AT MINISTERS’ MEET 


Winnipeg, March 2.—T inal §ar- 
rangements of a plan for distribution 


of seed grain to needy prairie farm- 


ers and government-financing of the 
project were agreed upon here Sat- 
urday at a meeting between Hon. 
Robert Weir, Dominion Minister of 


Agriculture, and ministers represcnt-|§ 


ing Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. Seed grain wil be supplied 
“only to those who cannot obtain the 
same through their own resources,” 
a statement released following the 
conference said. 4 
Municipalities were given the task 


of distributing the seed, which will | 


be provided by the Dominion seed 
branch in the various. provinces. 
Farmers who qualify for this form cf 
relief will be charged the market 
price of No. 1 Northern wheat in the 
locality where supplied, plus _ five 
cents extra for cleaning and 10 cents 
for dockage.. Municipalities will be 
responsible for 25 per cent of the 
eventual loss, the remainder to be 
absorbed by the provincial and Do- 
inion governments. 

Under the plan formulated Satur- 
day, the Dominion undertakes to sup- 
ply the necessary money for the seed 
grain for a period of eight months in 
treasury bills. Collections will be 
made by municipal councils. 

“All applications for seed grain,” 
said the statement, “will be made to 
the local municipal council in organ- 
ized territories. These applications 
are to be inspected and approved by 
the council. In the case of unorgan- 
ized territory, applications will be 
made to the proper department of the 
provincial government. The munici-

RUSSIAN COAL, PULP, 
ALL LUMBER AND FUR 


Ottawa, Feb. 28.—A ban on import- 
ation into Canada of Russian coal, 
wood pulp, pulp wood, lumber and 
timber of all kinds, asbestos and 
furs was announced here Friday af- 
ternoon by Hon. E. B. Ryckman, 
Minister of National Revenue. An 
order-in-council has been passed pro-
